AWFUL WRECK. 


A Freight Train Plunges Through 
the Narrow Guage Bridge 
at Bluffton, Ind. 


Bluffton was the scene [of a terrible 
accident this morning. 
An outgoing 
freight train on the Narrow Guage rail 
road broke through the bridge over the 
Wabash river at Bluffton and plunged 
into the water in a heap. 
The bridge 
fell so quickly that the train men could 
not escape and theyiwere carried down 
with the engine andtuurs. A. M. Porter 
was held in the debíais and steam poured 
out burning him frightfully and causing 
almost instant death. Engineer Stepold 
was so badly burned he cannot live 
long and two other men received 
awful injuries in the smash up. The 
dead fireman was removed from the vice 
like grip of the interlocking engine and 
tender. Flesh peeled from his body and 
it emanated a sickening odor. The 
agonies of the engineer and the other 
men were soothed as much as possible 
and everything that medical skill could 
do was done for the sufferers. Mr. 
Porter, the dead fireman, leaves a wife 
and three children at Marion, Ind.

EXTERIOR CREMATOBT. 


A magnificent crematory temple has re- 
cently been erected in BuflEalo. Our first pic- 
ture gives on exceJlent idea of its unique 
exterior. 


The building is of brown stone, with a red 
slate roof. 
Little attempt is made at decora- 
tion, the massivoness of the masonry being 
the principal architectural 
feature. 
The 
ground plan of the building includes a roomy 
auditorium, with a aeating capacity of 
?00 or SOU, 
an organ rcom, a chancel where 
religious 
cpremonies may be conducted, 
together with the furnace room and the 
necessary reception rooms and offices for con- 
ducting the company's business. 
The base- 
ment will be fitted up as a columbarium, 
Mrith niches in the walls, where urns, con- 
taining the ashes of the dead, may be depos- 
ited. The high portion of the building in the 
center is the furnace room proper. The flue 
from the fumaco is built up in one of the 
walls, and is thus concealed from view. 


THE ORNATE CHANCEL. 


Our secontl picture shows the chancel of 
the toiuple with its scheme of decoration. 
ThLs is very handsome, being modeled after 
similar decorations in the Christian churches 
during the first century of our era. 


The chancel will be fitted up with an altar, 
a lectern and other accessories to the proper 
carrying out of a religious ceremony. The 
funeral cai" which brings the body from the 
reception room on the left of the chancel 
crosses it and then enters the furnace room 
through the second door shown in our sketch. 
If desired the car may i-omain in the chancel 
while the ceremonies are being performed, 
and at the words "Ashes to ashes'," be silently 
drawn out of sight of the audience into the 
furnace room.
